6) Councilmember Rager asked about a curfew in the Town limits because of a couple underage girls
walking the streets late at night and reportedly causing property damage and threatening a
resident’s pet. He also reported that the State Police have been in town on average 3 times a week
dealing with the young adults. Diana Louder said that she would check on possible ordinances and
if none were applicable, she would start on one to help with the issue. After some discussion and
research ordinance 283-14 dealing with Night Prowling 12am- 6am was found. Mayor Glanden
asked Diana to work on a resolution the next meeting and it will be added on the Agenda for May
6™ meeting.
